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REMARKS/ARGUMENTS 

I. Status 

A. Specification 

The specification was amended to correct typographical errors. The amendments do 
not introduce new matter. Entry of these amendments is respectfully requested. 

B. Claims 

Claims 41, 42, 50 and 54 - 69 are pending. 

Claims 14, 15, 17 - 27, 43, 45, 46, 49 and 51 were cancelled herein. Cancellation of 
subject matter is without prejudice to subsequent revival for prosecution in a divisional or 
continuation application. 

II. Allowable Subject Matter

art and determining the allowable subject matter. 

III. RE.IIX TIONS UNDKR 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) 

A. Chan, Roy or Yu in view of Heegaard or Yu 

Claims 14, 17 - 21, 23, 26, 27 and 43, 45, 46, 49 and 51 were rejected 
under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chan, Roy (Biochemistry 1998, 37, 
4125-4136, hereinafter "Roy") or Yu in view of Heegaard or Yu. Applicants cancelled 
claims 14, 17 - 21, 23, 26, 27, 43, 45, 46, 49 and 51 herein, rendering the rejection moot. 

B. Chan, Roy or Yu-B em view of Heegaard or Yu-A and further in view of Boettger or 

GOBOM 

Claim 15 was rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Chan, 
Roy or Yu-B in view of Heegaard or Yu-A as applied to claim 14 above, and further in view of 
Boettger or Gobom. Claim 15 was cancelled herein, rendering the rejection moot. 

C. Chan, Roy or Yu-B in view of Heegaard or Yu-A and further in view of 
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BORNHORST. 

Claims 22 and 24 - 25 were rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as unpatentable 
over Chan, Roy or Yu-B in view of Heegaard or Yu-A as applied to claims 19-20 above, and 
further in view of Bomhorst. Claims 22, 24 and 25 were cancelled herein, rendering the 
rejection moot.
